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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a deformable mirror element for modulating an incident 
beam of light as claimed, specifically comprising a ribbon member attached to an 
elongate support, which extends along the substrate and projects outwardly therefrom, 
along a longitudinal portion of the ribbon member and extending transversely from the 
elongate support to form at least one reflective wing portion, which is elastically 
deformable towards the substrate on application of an actuation force. 

CITATION OF RELEVANT PRIOR ART 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nanjyo et al (U.S. 2003/01 42383 A1 ) is being cited herein to 
show a deformable mirror element comprising some of the structural limitations of that 
of the claimed invention, but does not specifically disclose wherein the reflective wing 
portion is elastically deformable towards the substrate upon application of an actuation 
force.
